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Arkansas Crop Progress and Condition Report 

 

   
According to the National Agricultural Statistics Service in Arkansas, there were 6.4 days suitable for fieldwork for the week ending 

Sunday, July 22, 2018. Topsoil moisture supplies were 29 percent very short, 44 percent short, 26 percent adequate, and 1 percent 

surplus. Subsoil moisture supplies were 21 percent very short, 42 percent short, 37 percent adequate, and 0 percent surplus. Low 

temperatures ranged from 61.0 degrees Fahrenheit at Crossett to 76.6 degrees Fahrenheit at Sparkman. Highs ranged from               

88.1 degrees Fahrenheit at Kingston to 103.3 degrees Fahrenheit at Magnolia. Moderate precipitation was received throughout the 

State, with the highest concentration occurring in the northwest part of the State with an average of 2.56 inches.

“Most of the county is in need of rain. Although several acres are categorized as irrigated, many are with center pivot systems. Non-

irrigated corners represent a significant number of acres that are starting to decline due to moisture stress.”

The rains received will 

help with forage and pastures. A few earworms are showing up in soybeans. The first rice fields are starting to head so stink bug 

scouting is about to start.”

“Farmers continue to irrigate all crops with surface water being depleted and reliance upon underground wells. Corn and rice 

continued to rapidly progress toward maturity. Pod worms were building in soybeans and armyworms were infesting pasture and hay 

meadows.”

“Irrigation of crops and spraying a few late bean fields were main row crop activities. Warm season forages were harvested on some 

acres for hay, a few livestock producers have fed some hay this week. Some areas received scattered showers while others received no 

rain at all.”

“HOT! HOT! HOT! Producers in some parts of the County have had so little rainfall, that they have been feeding what hay they can 

find to maintain cow herds. Many will begin selling off cull cows and early weaned calves soon if weather continues in this pattern. 

Most hay production is half what a normal year would bring. One hundred degree days are beginning to stress the livestock and
